knowlege of hereſie. Ind ſo the ſumme 
called ſumma roſella, taketh it titulo ex 
communicac.perag.titt . And pt that be 
true, it ſemeth than that all iuſtyces of 
peace in this realm be excomunicate:foꝛ 
they by auctdꝛitie of the kinges cõmiſli⸗ 
ons and alſo by ſtatute inquere of here⸗ 
ſies. Ind J thynk it is nat in the church 
to pꝛohibite that: foꝛ though it were lo, 
that the tempoꝛall men maye nat iudge / 
what is hereſie and what nat, vet they 
may, as it ſemeth , by theyꝛ owne aucto 
ritie inquere of it and enfoꝛme the oꝛdi⸗ 
narte , what they haue founde, And alſo 
yfametropolytane with alt his clergye 
and people ofhis dioces fel into heriſie:

And the moztuaryes muſte be de- 
lyuered furthewith, oꝛ elles the bodye 
chulde nat be buryed. Ind they pzelcry/ 
bed to haue ryghte to moztuaries onely 
by the pzeſcription of the ſpirituall law, 
And vnder that maner moztuaries en⸗ 
treaſſed dayly in manye places / where 
they hadde nat bene vſed befo2e / and of 
lykelyhode wolde haue gone farther, yf
